Mouse can be glimpsed in the November 17 issue of People Magazine which reviews her 
activities as president of her own greeting card company, Mullage. 


A strong teaching tradition runs in Julie Hall’s family. The vivacious Head of Middle School is 
the third generation of her family to be in education.
